The report confirms that tank units from BAD FREIOTiALDE (i.e., 
field units of the 6th Gds Iiecz Div (Cadre)) were engages in 
maneuvers (in the TjSMPLIIT area) at the end of June 1949. 

The recruit units remained in the military posts for train- 
ing purposes (see previous report containing information on 
BERHAU). It is assumed that most of the recruits arrived in 
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the array area as early as the spring of 1949 ■ nd nere trained 
there before being assigned to the divisions. A snail per-
